There was no Spaniard(in that Age) 
to Braue his enemy in the Rich and Lofty Caſtilian: no 
Romaine D2ato? to plead in the Rhetoricall and Fluent 
Latine : no Italian to court his Miſtris in the ſweats and 
Amoꝛous Thuſcane: no French- man to paxle in the full 
and ſtately ph2aze of Orleans: no Germaine to thunder 
out the high and ratling Dutch, the vnfruitfull crabbed 
Iriſh, and the Woluble ſignificant Welch, were not then 
ſo much as ſpoken of: the quick Scottiſh Dialeu ( ſiſter 
to the Engliſh) had not then a tongue: neither were the 
ſtringes of the Engliſh ſpech (in thoſe times) vntyed.

EHilt thus (ac J ſayd befoze) there was but one 
A'phabct of Letters faʒ all the woꝛid to Read by; all the 
people tha: then liued, might have w2ooght vpon one 
pace of wozke in countries farre diſtant a ſunder , with- 
out un{aking one anether , and not needing an interpre- 
ter to rume bctweene them. Which thing Nymrod (the 
firſt Idolater, ) perteiuing, and not knowiiig better how 
toimplop ſo man thouſand Pillions of Subiects as bow⸗ 
ed befoze him; a fire of Ambition burn d within him, to 
climbe vp ſo high that hee might ſer what was done in 
heauen. And fo2 that purpoſe , wozkemen were ſummo⸗ 
ned from all the cozners of the Earth, who pzeſently were 
ſct to Build the Tower of Babell. But the Maiſter-worke- 
man of this Great Vniuerſe , (to check the Inſolence of 
ſuch a Sawcie builder) that durT raize vp Pynnacles, 
equall to his owne, (atone ) commanded the ſelfe-ſame 
Spirit that was both b2ed in the Chaos and had main- 
te ind it in diſoꝛder, to be both Surueyor of thoſe wozkes, 

and Compttroller of the Labourers, This Meſſenger was 
called Confuſion. It was a Spirit ſwift of flight , and 
faithfull of ſeruice. Her lokes wilde, terrible and incon⸗ 
ſtant. Her attire, careleſlo, loſe, and of a thouſand ſeuc- 
rall couloꝛs. In one hand ſhee grip d a heape of ſtoꝛmes, 
with which (at her pleaſure ) ſhe could trouble y waters: 
In the other ſhe held a whip , to make th2& Spirits that 
d2ew her, to gallop faſter befoze her: the Spirits names 
were Treaſon, Sedition Watre, ho at euery time when 
they went abꝛo ad, were ready to ſet Eng domes in an 
vp2oare, She roade vpon a Chariot of Clowdes, which 
was alwaves furnithed with Thunder, Lightning, Winds, 
Raine, Haile- tones, Snow, and all the other Artillerp be⸗ 
longing to the ſeruice of Diuine Vengeance: ànd when 
the ſpake-, her Voyce ſounded like the roaring of many 
Torrents, boyſtroufly ſtrugling together: fo: *

her Jawes did ſhe carry a hundzed thouſand Tongues, 
This ſtrange Linguiliſtepping to enery Artiſicer that 


was the re at wozke, whiſpzed in his eare: -whoſe lakes Beginning of 


were there-vpon ( pꝛeſentip) filv with a ſtrange diſtrac⸗ 
tion: and on aſuddaine whilſt every man was ſpeaking 
to his fellow, his language altred, and no man could vn⸗ 
derſtand what his fellow ſpake. They all fared one 
vpon another, yet none of them all could tell wherefo:e 
ſo they ſtared , Their Tongues went, and their hands 
gaue action to their Tongues : yet neither woꝛds noz 
action were bnderſt>d ; It was a Noiſe of a thouſand 
ſounds, and pet the ſound of the noiſe was nothing. Vee 
that ſpake,linew he ſpake well ; and he that heard, was 
madde that che other could ſpeake no better. In the end 
they grew angry one with another, as thinking they had 
mocked one another of purpoſe. Do that the Maſon was 
ready to ſtrike the Bricklayer, the Bricklayer to beate out 
the bzaines or his Labourer: the Carpenter toke vp his 
Axe to thꝛobo at the Caruer, whilſt the Caruer was ſfab- 
bing at the Smith, becauſe hee bꝛought him a Hammer, 
when he ſhould haue made him a Chizzell, He thatcalld 
fo Timber, had Stones [aide befoze him: and when one 
was ſent foꝛ Nailes, he fetcht a Tray of Mortar. 


Thus Babell ſhould haue bene raizd , and by this 
meanes Babg!l fell. The Frame could not goe fozward, + 


the ſtuffe was thzowne by, the wozkemen made holly- 
day. Euery one packd vp his twles to be gone, vet not 
to goe the ſame way that he came: but glad was he, that 
could miete another , whoſe ſperch hee vnderſtod: foz to 
what place ſoeuerhe went,others (that ran madding vp 
and downe ) hearing a man ſpeake like themſclues , fat- 
lowed onelv him: ſo that thev who when the wozke be- 
gan were all connfrimen,befoze aquarter of it was fini- 
ſhed, fled from one another, as from enemies a ſtrangers.

{T the end of fierce battailes , the onely Rendeuouz 

fo2 lame ſouldiers to retire vnto, is an Yoſpitall : 
and at the end of a long Pꝛogreſſe, the onely ground fo2 
a tyꝛed Jade to runne in, is ſome blind country faire, 
where he may be ſure to be ſold. To thoſe Parkets of 
bnwholeſome Hozſe-fleſh, (lie ſo many Kites to fœde 
bpon Carion) doe all the Hoꝛſe-courſers (that roſt 
about the Citty) flie one after another , And whereas in 
buying all other commodities , men ſtriue to haue the 
beſt,how great ſo cuer the p2ice be, onely the Pozſe⸗ 
courſer is of a baſer minde, foz the wozſt hoſ-fleſh ( fo 
it be cheape) does beſt goe downe with him. He cares 
foz nothing but a fay2e out-ſide , and a handſome ſhape 
(like thoſe that hyꝛe whozes, (though there be a hundzed 
diſeaſes within; he (as the other) ventures vpon them 


The firlt leſſon therefoꝛe that a Yozſe-courſer takes 
put, when he comes to one of theſe Parkets, is to make 
chopte of ſuch 32 ags, Geldings, oꝛ Pares, eſpecially , as 
are fatte,fay2e,and well-fano2 d to the eve: and becauſe 
men delight to behold beautifull coullozs , and that ſome 
coulours are moꝛe delicate ( euen in beaſts) than others 
are, he will ſo neere as hee can, bargaine fo2 thoſe hoꝛſes 
that haue the daintieſt complexion ; as the Milke-White. 
the Gray , the Dapple-Gray , the Cole - black with his 
pꝛoper markes ( as the white ſtarre in the fozehead, the 
white heele, gc.) oꝛ the bright Bay, with the like pꝛoper 
markes alſo, And the godlier pꝛopoꝛtion 9 beaſt carries 
02 the fayzer markes oz coulour that hee beares, are o: 
ought to bee watch - woꝛds as it were to him that after⸗ 
wards buyes him of the hozſe-courſer, that he bee not 
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cozend with an ouer-pzice ſoʒ a bad peny- woꝛth, betauſe 
ſuch Yo:ſes (belonging fo2 the moſt part to Gentlemen) 
are ſeldome 02 neuer ſolde awap, but vpon ſome fowle 
quality, oz ſome incurable diſeaſe, which the Beaſt is 
falne into. The Belt coulours are therefoze the beſt 
Cloakes to hide thoſe faults that moſt diſigure a Þozſc: 
and next vnto conlour , his Pace doth often-times de⸗ 
ceiue and goe beyond a very quick Judgement. 

Some of theſe Horſe-hunters, arc ag nimble Enaues 
in finding out the infirmities of a Jade, as a Barber is 
in dzawing of teeth; and albeit ( withont caſting his 
water) hee does moze readily reckon vp all the Achcs, 
Crampes,Crickes, and whatſoeuer diſcaſe elſe lpes in 
his bones: and foz thoſe diſeaſes ſemes vtterly to dif 
flike hum, yet if by loking vpon the Dpall within his 
mouth, he finde that his peares haue ſtruck but fine, ſire, 
oz ſeauen, and that he pzones but young, oz that his diſ⸗ 
eaſes are but newly growing vpon him, if they be ont- 
ward,oz haue but hayze and ſkin to hide them, if they bee 
inward, let him ſweare neuer ſo danmably , that it is but 
a Jade, vet he will be ſure to faſten vpon him. 

So then, a Horſe-courſer to the Merchant, (that out 
of his ſound iudgement buves the faireſt, the beſt-bzed, 
and the nobleſt Yozſes , ſelling them egaine fo2 bꝛæde 
oz ſeruice,withplainneſſe and honeſtp,) is as the Chea- 
tor to the faire Gameſter: he is inderd a meere Jadiſh 
Nonopolitane, and deales foz none but tyꝛed, tainted, 
dull and diſcaſed hozſes, By Which meanes, if his pic- 
ture bee d2awne to the life, you ſhall finde cuerp Horſe- 
courſer fo2 the moſt part to bee in quality a co ener, by 
pꝛofeſſion a knaue, by his cunning a Uarlet , in fapꝛes a 
Hagling Chapman, in the Cittv a Cogging difſembler, 
and in Smith- field a common ſo:\wozne Uillaine. Yee 
willſweare any thing; but the faftcr hee ſweares , the 
moꝛe danger tis to bel&enc him; In one fozenone, and in 
ſelling a Jade not woꝛth fiue Noblos, foill he foꝛſweare 
bimlſetfe fiftene times, and that foz\wearing to ſhall — 
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by Equiuocat ion. As foz example, if an ignoꝛant Chap- 
man comming to beate the pzice , ſay to the Bozſe-cour- 
fer, your Nagge is very old, o2 thus many peares old, 
and reckon ten o2 twelue, he clappes his hand p2eſently 
on the buttock of the beaſt , and pꝛapes hee may be 
damb d if the Hoꝛſe be not under fine ; meaning that the 
hozſe is not vnder ſiue yeares of age, but that he fands 
vnder fine of his fingers, when his hand is clapd vpon 
him. Theſe Horſe-courſers are calld lynglers, and 
theſe Iynglers hauing lapd out their money on a.com- 
pany of Jades at ſome dzunken Fapze, vp to London 
they dꝛiue them, and vpon the Parket day into Smith- 
field bzauely come they p2ancing. But leaſt their Jades 
ſhould ſhew to many hoꝛſe- tricks in Smithſteld, befoꝛe 
ſo great an Audience as commonly reſozt thither , their 
maiſters , doe therefoze @chole them at home after this 
manner. ; a

than a Pottecary makes fo2 the Purging of his head, 


hee knowes that a Hoꝛſe with ſuch a qualitie , is dat a G1:as, 


beaſtly companion to trauell vpon the high way with 
any Gentleman, 

Albeit therefoze that the Glanders haue played 
with his Noſe ſo long, that hee knowes not how to 
mende him-ſelfe , but that the diſeaſe ( beeing ſaf- 
fered to runne vppon him many and ſundzye 'yeares 
together) is growne incurable , yethath our Jangling 
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Mountibanck Smithfield-Rider a trick to ture him, fine 
oz ſixe wapes, and this is one of them. In the very moꝛ⸗ 
ning when he is to be rifled away amonglt the Game⸗ 
ſters in Smithſteld; befoze he thꝛuſt his head out of his 
aiſters ſtable, the Hoꝛſe. tourler tickles his Noſe (not 
with a Pipe of ſtrong Tobacco) but with a god quanti⸗ 
tie of the beſt Heeling powder that can bee gotten;which 
with a quill being blowne vp into the Noſthzils,to make 
it wozke the better hee ſtands poaking there vp and 
downe with two long fethers plucked from the wing of a 
Goſe, they being dipt in the iuyte of Garlick, oz in any 
ſtrong oyls, and thzuſt vp to the very top of his head ſo 

farre as poſſibly they can reach, to make the poꝛe dumbe 
beaſt anoyde the filth from his noſth:ils , which he will 
doe in great aboundance: this being done, he comes to 

him with a new medicine foz a ſick hozſe , and mingling 
the Juyce of bzuzed Garlick,ſharpe biting Puſtard, and 

firong Ale together, into both the noſthzils ( with a 
Ho2ne ) is powꝛd a god quantitie of this filthy Bꝛoth, 
which by the hand being held in by ſtopping the nolthzils 

clofe together at length with alittle neezing moꝛe, his

on his fete, and a Candle burning in bis hand like olde ot Holtlars. 


Ieronimo ſtep'd into the Fable amongſt a number of pooze 
hungry Jades, as it that night he had beene to ride poafi to 
the Diuell; But his toꝛnty not lying that wap till ſome o⸗ 


ther time, he neither Bridled no2 Sadſed any ot his foure- 


footed gueſts that ſteod there at racke and manger, but 
ſeing them ſo late at ſupper , and knowing thattooner- 


cate the mieſues would fil them fall of diſcaſes , (the y be- 


ing ſabiec to abone a hundred andtdirtp already.)bee firſt 
(without a-bopder ) after a moft vnmanerip faſhion tooke 
awap , not onelp all the P;zonander that was ſet befoze 


them, but alſo all the hap,atwhbich befozethep were glad 


lo lick their lippes; The pooze F ozſes looked very rufully 
bpun dim foz this , but he rabbing their terth onel p 
with the end of a Cantle ( in ſf@d of a Cozrall) told 


tkem , that foz their Jadifh trickes it was now time

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to weane them: And ſo wiſhing them not to bk angry it 
they lay vpon the hard boards, conſidering all the bedde s

ſters in the moꝛning eſpying ſwoꝛe they were either ſul- 
len oz els that pzouender pzicked them. 

This Hoſtler foz this pœce of ſeruice was afterwards 
pzeferred to be one of the Groomes in Belzebubs ſtable.

— In ſome ftre&tes he met ſernants in whoſe bꝛeſt aibeit 
ſeriends dc. the arrotwes af dhe plague Huck hallt wap; yet bycraell 
Us: procere mailfers were they bzinen out of doze@at Mid- nie ht and 
Foxer conuaide toGarden-houſes, where they either died ws

coffins as tho they had lyen ſicke their befoze and there 
ad died, 
e Now and then at the coꝛner of a tourning he ſpied 
ſeruants purlopning fardells of their maiſters goods, 
and deliuering them to the hands of common ſtrumpets.
